The Japan Mail publishos the following, which 
must be taken for what itis worth.

Nows has beon received in Tékyd to tho effect 
that the terms of 9 convention have at longth 
heen ‘concluded between ‘tha Hongkong Govorn- 
mont and China for the prevention of opium 
amuggling vid the colony, It wag rumgured 
some time ago that China was likely to obtain 
everything sho wanted in this mattor, and that 
among the things she wanted was tho ‘privilege 
of establishing some sort of preventive service 
within the limits of tha colosy, Such a result 
seomed scarcely credible, and we are glad to say 
thatit has not to be recorded. "The arrangomonta 
‘agreed toare very simple. Thay ixivelve nothing: 
moro than ths edoperation of the Hongkong 
authorities. We are not at liberty to state the 
terms in detail, as they have not yet received the 
sanotion of the Hongkong Legislative Council, 
but the gist of them is that the loeat authoritios 
undertake to assist the Chinese Customs, and 
to be rosponsiblo that the traffi in opium 
shall hencaforth bo entirely above board. In 
return for 'thesa concessions, tho Chinese on 
their side consent. to remove the restrictions 
at present existing with regard to the carriago- 
of forcign merchandise in junks to Kwangtung. 
Thoy also agroe to cortain fisoal modifications 
which aro not yot publin property, but of which 
wo .ore free to say that their offeot will 
bo to lstgoly facilitate tho import of foreign 
goods into the south-western provinoos of China 
vie Hongkong and Canton, and to. effectually 
discount the advantages conferred on. the sama 
trade via Tonquic by ‘the recently concluded 
Feanco-Chineso treaty. The «arrangement 
reams to ua eminently satisfactory.. The antics 
dovolving upon the Hongkong satborities are of 
a. simple character, and the quid pro quo obtained 
from China is yory substantial. Praise, is dus
